•valley were choked with thousands of 
rickety carts, small herds and pedes- 
trians. The wildest confusion reigned 
at those points. 
Great clouds of dust rose as conflict- 


ing lines tried to force their way 
through each other. The stifling dust 
descended again to the caravans, leav- 
ing the miserable travelers choking 
and dying. The cross roads became 
centers of death. 
Even cattle which had staggered 


along, attached to their owners carts, 
failed to survive heat and dust at the 
crossings and fell dead in the road. 
The carcasses were stripped of flesh 
and used as food. 


Wlule the caravans, heading toward 


the promise of harvests in the Uk- 
raine and Russia's boundary countries 
continued the most miserable victims 
of Russia's great drought, there were 
mflHona more of sufferers, according 
to reports reaching here Friday by 
way of Reval, Copenhagen and Berlin.

The extension of the soviet relief 


committee's activities.

the British publication, The Cow- 
keeper and Dairyman's Journal. 
He says: 


"A few years ago I thought as 


your writers now think, and 
reckoning up their so-called pro- 
fits on paper, I ventured to adopt 
the get-rich-quick system and be- 
came a milkman. 
i 


"First, J bought a pony and 


float, rail churns, band cans, and 
measures, with a good set of 
harness for a beautiful eob. Then 
T started to sell cheaper than my 
older and more experienced bre- 
thren, with the result I could not 
persuade the public that my 
cheap milk was a« good as my 
competitors sold at the higher 
price. This 
cost me over 40 


pounds-=-lost in three weeks, as 
I had agreed to take the whole 
of the milk from the dairy farm 
that they made, and to give not 
less than 14 days' notice when 1 
wished to discontinue. 


During the first week I had 


about 25 per cent of the milk. 
left on my hands, as I had boug! I 
cheap milk, and 
eonsoquenti,*^ 


suffered the usual sneers and de- 
mands for free supplies a& yes- 
terday's milk went sour. When 
I refused to change, seeing they 
admitted it was all right when I 
sold it/I was told 'It caw be up 
to much, or else yo wouldna soil 
cheaper than tothers, and at the 
end of two weeks' trial J had 5l> 
per cent left over on my hands. 


"So T bought a round for 3.~> 


pounds and tried ray cheaper 
milk ktunt here. The result was. 
at the end of a month's trial, 1 
had lost half the customers 1 
bought. My pony went lame, fell 
down and broke a shaft of tbe 
float and lot me in for a wheel- 
wright's bill, and I had to hin- 
a pony for five Aveeks, 1hen sold 
mine for 9 pounds less than i 
gave for it. bought another, and 
In a week's time found I had beci) 
had again, as the phy&ic hiu) 
worked out of it and she wont a 
crock. The result was, 1 sent po- 
ny,float and harness lo Wolvor- 
liampton to be sold, and can pro- 
duce the auctioneer's account 10 
show he got 4 pounds, 15 slul- 
jngs for the turnout. 


"This little venture cost mo 


over 130 pounds, so I gave it 
up and never more will say the 
milk man overcharges me, or 
docs not earn all he can get., 


"How 
many 
people think 


when they go on their holiday, 
f only for a few days, a.nd say 
o the milkman, 'I shan't w.int 
any today; you can call and see 
f I am back next Wednesday,' 
that he has had to buy their HUIJV 
and must, 
therefore, 
take it 


lome; and as so many thought- 
ess people do this, it is more 
than he or his family can drink 
or consume ? So this loss comes 
off his day's earnings, and poes 
to the pigs if he is lucky enough 
to afford them. 


"Instead of your correspon- 


dents inviting the trade to come 
out and fight each other and cut 
their throats or pockets by doing 
so, the trade is open to them if 
they think it worth their veii- 
;ure, to come into the open, 
peculate, and 
risk their own 


money, and see how tiice it is to 
go around 
shouting 
till your 


Jiroat is parched, 'Cheep new 
milk,' and balance up at the 
week's end to share in the gold- 
en harvest and establish a repu- 
tation to feel proud of. Then 
.hey can write to the Press and 
irove that it is easy to practice 
what they preach. 


"My experience has proved 


hat no trader suffers as much 
oss as a milkjnajj, and no trader 
suffers more from aneers, or is 
considered less worthy of respect

President Earding's message to congress 


offers a definite and altogether satisfac- 
tory plan for financing the railroads in 
their present difficulties, and for meet- 
ing the obligations of the government. 
His proposal is that congress shall confer 
authority on the war finance corporation 
to purchase securities which have been 
already authorized, tip to the amount of 
$500.000,000. The war finance corpor- 
ation is in a position to take up these se- 
curities, so that it 
offers a method for 


financing the railroads Trithout drawing 
upon -additional credit or without impos- 
ing additional taxes. 


The-isitnation is this: The government 


owes the railroads large sums of money. 
due under the agreement extending both 
to their operation during the war and their 
return at the conclusion of peace. The 
government on its part has certain claims 
against the railroadsTor true additions to 
their physical properties, and not merely 
upkeep. 
The inability to adjust these 


claims, due both to red tape and to dis- 
agreement, has resulted in such delay as 
is seriously embarrassing the railroads in 
their recovery and attempt to return to 
profitable operation- 


The president's plan involves no new 


expense, no new obligations; it simply 
proposes to discharge its pledges to the 
railroads at this time and without further 
delay. "When we stop to consider the fact 
that railway equipment purchases create 
markets for three times as much as all 
farm, purchases in the lines t-ompared and 
two-thirds as much as all industrial ma- 
chinery demands for all trades, we see 
how essential to business and industrial 
recovery is a restoration of the buying 
power of the railroads, A half billion dol- 
lars is a large sum to put into the channels 
of industry and that is where most of it 
will go. It will help more Ihaja anything 
else to revive the steel trade, which de- 
pends •upon the railways for one-half of 
its volume. It will stimulate many re- 
lated lines, and cannot fail to have a heal- 
thy reaction upon all industry. 


It has been pointed out that history 


shows that railway purchases generally 
precede recovery from a business slump, 
and that this was true of the revivals of 
1905, 1910 and 1912. The sooner there- 
fore we place the railroads in a position 
to command funds for betterments and 
'expansions the sooner we shall be on the 
road to normal business conditions. It is 
to be hoped congress will give its prompt 
assent to the president's proposal, and that 
it will not haggle over the political as- 
pects of the railway problem or over tech- 
nicalities concerning the obligations of the 
government to the railroads.

acute condition in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, 
especially 
Sweden. 
In 
certain 


Swedish industries there has been an al- 
most complete t-ollapse. resulting in great 
financial losses and much unemployment. 


The inability of the 
Swedes to hold 


their own against the Germans in compe- 
tition is ascribed to the much lower stan- 
dard of living among German workers. 
One of the leading manufacturers of Swe- 
den is quoted as saying that under present 
conditions, the Germans are able to un- 
dersell almost anyone else in the world 
in the machinery industry, at least 50 per 
cent. 


Even discounting this apprehensive at- 


titude toward German competition, it nev- 
ertheless illustrates the recuperative pow- 
ers of the German people. There is hard- 
ly any question that in five years from to- 
day German efficiency and determination 
will have made great progress toward a 
recovery of national economic prestige. 


WOOD IN THE ROOF 


Not long a-go a couple of wells in the 


great Tampieo fields of American-operated 
oil holdings "came in'' with the result 
that the greatest oil fire in Mexican his- 
tory resulted. Sunday a bolt of lightning 
set fire to Beaumont, Tex., tanks contain- 
ing in all some 600.000 barrels of distil- 
late and light oil. "Chemical processes 
were brought into play," says the report 
of the latter fire, "and would have saved 
the oil bad not the wood in the tank roof 
started the fire each time after it was ex- 
tinguished. '' 


Probably many a gasoline and oil con- 


sumer in the land who read of these blazes 
heaved his sigh and hoped it was insured 
and remembered something he had read 
somewhere about America's oil resources 
being far from inexhaustible and hoped 
American genius would hop to it present- 
ly and invent a noDinflammable oil well 
and prayed that the loss might not be 
visited upon him iu a price jump at the 
filling stations.

We point pridefulJy to our for- 
est reserves. "We strike at the policy which 
is cutting off all the good timber and leav- 
ing only brush for the future. 
So far 


little breath has been spent on the oil sit- 
uation. 
Is there any particular reason 


why somebody should not, invent a tank 
roof without wood in it? Is the nation 
which pushed through the Panama canal 
powerless before such a problem as con- 
trolling the "coming in" of oil'wells?

problems would to'be to finfl enough ships 
to carry the world's goods. How impos- 
sible it is to estimate the future of these 
disturbed times is illustrated in the reali- 
ties of the shipping situation as compared 
with the predictions.

Brtiain has compiled figures showing that 
the idle shipping exceeds five million tons 
and that most of the ocean-coing ships in 
service are being operated at a loss. Two 
things have contributed to this situation 
—the unexpected 
falling 
off in world 


trade and the 
unprecedented increase 


in world tonnage.

in tonnage during the six years from 1914 
to 1920 of over eight million tons.

physiological or medical fact here >n language wMch 
no reader can misunderstand. Let no reader assume 
from what I "have just ciuoted that this is an argu- 
ment against fasting, nor that it is not normal for 
the stomach to be acid during digestion. The word 
orooharyngeal means mouth and throat cavities to- 
gether: and post-nasal means the back part of the 
nos° cavity. 


Of the 147 persons who were found to have pus 


cells in the fasting stomach, 92 were victims of nose 
and throat affections and 12 hadjesions m the lungs 
or bronchial tubes. The rest had various septic foci 
or pus-producing conditions of the teeth, gums, ton- 
sils, middle ear or other focus higher up 


It is curious how a sufferer from alleged "stomach 


trouble" will learn to ignore obvious causes in his 
own head and waste his life quarreling with items of 
food or self drugging with all sorts of worthless and 
harmful things which purport to digest food or cure 
"indigestion," whatever that may be 
Of al! the un- 


fortunates who are susceptible to the perpetual sug- 
gestion that in order to keep well or avoid serious 
illness one must constantly dose himself, the "dys- 
peptic" suffers the greatest injury from this vicious 
practice. How much happier the world would be if 
thes° victims of alleged "stomach trouble," instead 
of drugging themseKes, should strive to muster suf- 
ficient sense and real economy to— 
• Find the focus higher up.

The alkaloid 
of tobacco, nicotine, is not a stimulant, but a nar- 
cotic depressant, in its effect on the brain and heart 
and probably the kidneys. In my judgment the ef- 
fect of the cigaret is the more harmful.

being that owned by one circus. Few 
KOOS can boast the possession of a 
giraffe. 


Another animal which is rare in the 


United States is the rhinoceros, al- 
though its cousin, hippopotamus, can 
be seen in almost any collection of 
wild beasts imported from other climes. 
The gorilla, of the four great anthra- 
poid vaneties, is very scarce, the on- 
ly one in the United States having 
died last winter 
from 
pneumonia. 


Good specimens of sither the rhino or 
the gorilla are worth at least $5,000.

elephant reaches 100 years. 


It! is not an uncommon sight to find 


black leapards in zoos and circuses 
Contrary to general belief, this is not 
a distinct species, but a sporadic oc 
currence among the big cats. These 
are merely melanistic 
animals, oc 


currlng more frequently among leo- 
pards than' among the larger members 
of the feline family. 
The animals 


have In their make-up a share of pig- 
ment, and are just the opposite of al 
bino types, which completely lack pig 
ment. There have ben cases of al 
bino tigers and leopards. 
There is 


at,least one pelt of a totally black ti- 
ger in the United States. 
' 


On the fur of the black leopard, in 


the proper light, the outlines of the 
spots may be seen easily. This over- 
supply of pigment in some other birds 
and animals is not uncommon, some 
varieties of hawks often being much 
darker than 
the ordinary 
color of, 


their brothers and sisters. 


The offspring 
of a black leopard 


might all be the usual spotted ani 
mals, but in 
some other 
kinds of 


beasts, by careful selection and breed- 
ing, most of the young ones born will 
bo pigmented to such an extent that 
all will present an appearance very 
different from the original animal. In 
one notable instance, th® darker ani- 
mals have been produced in commer- 
cial quantities, and excellent speci- 
mens command prices a hundred timas 
as great as the lighter colored speci- 
mens of the breed. 


This case is that of the so-called' 


silver black fox 
This fox is exactly 


the same fox as the common red one. 
Occasionally 
in the 
United 
States 


among a litter of young foxes a m?l- 
anistic puppy was discovered, and in 
Canada this was more common. Some- 
times some of the young ones would 
be darker on some parts of the pelt, 
and this skin is known commercially 
as the "cross fox." 


Breeding Silver Foxes 


Careful selection of the blackest of 


the melanistic foxes from generation 
to generation 
developed the silver 


black fox, some specimens of which 
are worth $3,000, as compared with a 
price of about $30 which the common 
red fox brings. 


Fox farms where these beasts are 


raised for the fur they bear have be- 
come quite 
common in the United 


States and Canada, The Department 
of Agriculture says there are about 
400 fox farms in this country, devoted 
mostly to the propagation of silver 
black foxes, and that there are more 
than 5.000 such foxes now in the Unit- 
ed States. Several hundred are killed 
each year for the fur trade. 


In developing the silver black fox, 


it-^vas found that in parts of Canada, 
particularly Prince 
Edward 
Island, 


the black fox puppies occurred moi e 
frequently than in the United States, 
and most of the black foxes imported 
here came from Prince Edward Island. 
Canada, according to the figures in 
the possession of the Department of 
Agriculture, now possesses about 6,- 
000 silver black foxes in captivity. 


The J>lack fox and the black leopard 


and a few other melanistic forms are 
common enough not to be freaks, and 
therefore have a legitimate place in 
zoos. 
Most animal experts contend 


that out and out freaks have not, as 
they ara not representatives of any 
bread of animals, but are accidents of 
nature. 
However, 
Superintendent 


Hollister, of the Zofclogical Park in 


continually

calves, two-headed serpents, a.nd every 
other conceivable strange formation of 
animal life. Without exception, these 
offers are refused.
